N this year there will happen two Eclipſes of the Sun, 

and two of the Moon; and only part of one (and that is 
of the Sur) will be viſible in theſe parts of the world; they 
happen in the following order, as they were calculated, and 
tranſmitted to me by my friend, Mr. H. Ax DRK ENS, teacher 
of the Mathematics, at Roy/ton, in Hertferd/hire, with whom 
youth are conveniently boarded, and taught, and made fit 
for buſineſs; er otherwiſe, as navigation, aſtronomy, the 
uſe of the globes, &c. | 

The firſt of theſe Eclipſes is an inviſible one of the Moon, 
npon Friday the 29th of March, about our eight o'clock in 
the morning. At the time of the greateſt defect (which will 
he near 8 digits) the Moon will be vertical to that part of the 
vx South-Sea lying 124 degrees and 6 min. Weſt from 

mden, under 2 dey. 53 min. of South latitude; whence 
it appears, that this Eclipſe will be viſible in all parts of 
North and South America, and unto all the Jef-India lands. 
The ſecond, is an Eclipſe of the Sun, upon Friday the 
12th of April; the beginning of which will be viſible in 
Fng/and, if the air prove clear; but the middle or greateſt 
obſcuration will not, by reaſon of the Sun ſetting with us, 
before that time In North America the whole Echpſe will 
be viſible ; and to theNorthern parts thereof it will be a great 
Echpſe, but no where total, for along the track of central 
appearance, the Moon's ambit will be encompaited with a 
ſplendid ring of light. 

At London, the Moon will make the firſt impreſſion on the 
folar diſk, and the Eclipſe will be obſerved to begin to the 
right-hand of the Sun's lower limb, at 13 min. paſt 6 o'clock, 
according to apparent time. And the Sun ſets at 49 min. 
zfter 6, and will be 4 digits and more eclipſed. -N. B. The 
farther North, the Sun will ſet later; therefore, the quantity 
of obſcuration at the time of the Sux's ſetting, will be dif- 
ferent at different places; yet, nevertheleſs, the annexed 
type, which is adapted for Lenden, will very well ſerve the 
whole kingdom. This Eclipſe is the return of that famous 
ſolar one that happened on the 1ſt of April, 1764, according 
to tie Chaldean daes of 18 years, &c.

The fourth and laſt, is a ſolar deſect; upon Monday the 
9th of Odtoler, about our 1 o'clock in the morning, therefore 
inviſible, not to us only, but even to all Europe. But in the 
great South-Sea it will be a very great Eclipſe ; for in about 
49 deg. and a half of South jatitude, and 158 deg. of Eaſt 
longit. from Loa dan, viz. between Van Diemen: Land, and New 
Zealand, the inhabitants, if any ſuch there be, will behold 
the Sur centrally and totally eclipſed on the meridian, that 
is noon-day ; which fight will doubtleſs be very terrible to 
them (if unſkilled in affronomy) eſpecially if they have a 
ſerene ſcy; for though the darkneſs comes gradually on until 
the brit gloomy moment, yet ſo piercing is the lealt thread 
of the Szn's light, that the momentary tranſition, from clear 
ſunſhine to-gloomy darkneſs, will give a great ſhock to na- 
ture, even in ſuch perſons as expect it; and much more ia, 
when it comes upon them at unawares, or by ſurprize.

on Tueſaay the 12th of November, a ſmall tranſit of 
cury ; that planet will (if our caiculations and tables are 
right) paſs over the upper limb of the Sun, from Eaſt to Weit, 
in form of a round black ſpot, and will be ſeen, if the wea- 
ther be clear at the time, to all places of the earth where the 
Sun is up; and is a phenomenon that ne mortal eye ever be- 
held before the year 1639. Mercury being but ſmall in 
diameter, ſome ſort of teleſcope muſt be uſed in obſerving 
of him traverſe the Sun's face; and the precaution of inter- 
poſing a dark glaſs between the eye and the teleſcope, is 
abſolutely neceſſary to be taken, without which the fight may 
be hurt and greatly impaired ; but, thus ſhielded, it will be 
perfectly ſecure from danger, or any incanventence. Mer- 
cury's center enters the Sun's dilk a little to the left of his 
zenith (at London) at 51 min. paſt 2 o'clock in the afternoon ; 
the middle of the tranſit will be at 33 min. paſt 3; Mercary's 
center paſſes off the Sun's diſk again towards the right-hand 
at 15 min. paſt 4; according to apparent or ſolar time. The 
duration of this tranſit will be 1 hour and 24 min. Noxe, 
according as places are fituated either to the Eait or Welt of 
the meridian of Lenden, in time, juſt fo much later or ſooner 
wall the times of the tranſit happen at thoſe places, to what 
it does at London; for at York it will be 4 min. and at Edin- 
burgh 1; min. ſooner, At London the ſun ſets (that evening) 
at 28 min. after 4; at 79-4 at 185 min. pait 4; and at Edrn- 
burgh at 0 min. paſt 4.

It always has been the opinion of the moſt learned aſtrolo- 
gers, that Eclipſes affect thoſe places only to which they are 
rifible ; therefore we have only the part of a ſolar Eclipſe, 
that is viſible to us here in England, the Sur ſetting before 
the time of the greateſt obſcuration: Hence the Rtlowing 
(cheme is only adapted to the time that the Sur ſets at London, 
in which, you may obſerve that 4 deg. of & aſcend, and 
the iſt degree of N culminates; the ecl;pſed luminary is po- 
hted in the 23d degree of (V) Aries, England's aſcendant.

England, France, Germany, 
Burgundy, Denmark, Syria, Paleſtine, and the American Co- 
lonies ; ſome of the cities are Napler, Cabua, Florence, Liſbon, 
Vienna in Auſtria, and Antwerp, &c. 

Having done with this Eclipſe, I ſhall now give you ſome 
account of the grand conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter, 
which happens in 28 deg. 2; min. of 7, on the 6th of No- 
vember, about naon ; the latitude of Saturn being 477; and 
that of Jupiter 3“, beth North; kence Saturn is elevated above 
Jupiter 44 min. This conjunction, tho? never repeated by 
à retrogade application, is, notwithſtanding by thoſe acci- 
dents (if they may be ſo call'd) very much prolonged; for 
from the beginning of this year to February 1783, they are 
within orbs, or in platick conjunction, and that, for the 
molt part in F, tho? ſometimes in Me; but their partile con- 
junction falls in (the aſcendant of Span) a fign of the fiery 
triplicity. Conjunctions of theſe planets in any part'of the 
zodiack are accounted very inimical, but more fo in fiery and 
earthly ſigns. And, alſo, preceding this notable conjunction, 
there happens in the month of May two remarkab:e oppoſi- 
tions of the planet Mars, the flrſt with Jupiter, and the other 
with Saturn; all which aſpects are of a very malevolent na- 
ture, and very remarkable accidents and actions will follow 
in many kingdoms in Europe, and other parts of the world; 

but let us hope that the God of all power and mercy will 
divert his judgments, which now ſeem to be impending; 
for it is the opinion of the wiſeſt philoſophers, that the 
greateſt mutations on this ſublunary globe, do ever cori eſpond 
with great Eclipſes, Comets, and major Configurations of 
the ſuperior planets; and to mention a few, ſee what was 
concomitant to that grand conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter 
in 742, and the two ſplendid Comets that attended it, molt 
ominous figns of approaching trouble and calamity, ſcarce

their maliſick configurations; ſo peace and happineſs attend 
their good, for the peace in 1748, was concluded upon a a 
of Saturn and Jupiter.
